The second trip, October 30 - November 1, covered sites 
between Port Dalhousie, Ontario and Pulaski, New York. 
Ground truth consisted of turbidity, and suspended 
sediment sampling as well as water temperature and wind 
speed and direction observations. Overcast sky conditions 
prevailed, unfortunately, on both trips.
